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What  NSA  Means  To  Us 


One  question  that  has  been  brewing  for  a  long  time  in 
the  minds  of  student  leaders  on  the  Wartburg  campus  was 
brought  to  the  fore  again  this  week  when  Myron  Gruenwald, 
Lester  Becker  and  Gib  Nass  returned  from  the  Iowa  NSA 
conference  at  Grinnell  college.  The  National  Student  associa¬ 
tion  is  one  of  the  youngest  and  fightingest  of  America’s  student 
groups,  and  has  attracted  a  wide  following  among  progressive 
colleges  in  the  nation. 

Should  Wartburg  join  this  movement?  Why  should  we? 
What  does  NSA  have  to  offer  us  that  we  don't  already  have? 
These  are  the  questions  that  Student  Senate  is  attempting  to 
answer.  For  one  thing,  Gruenwald,  Becker  and  Nass  are 
doing  all  they  can  to  bring  about  a  favorable  decision.  The 
TRUMPET  would  certainly  like  to  go  on  record  as  favoring 
wholeheartedly  such  a  move.  We  believe  that  much  can  be 
gained  by  membership  in  NSA  from  many  points  of  view. 

Now  to  the  concrete  reasons  for  favoring  such  a  move: 

First  of  all,  NSA  is  made  up  of  college  students  who  have 
come  to  the  realization  that  our  generation  is  facing  some  of 
the  most  awesome  problems  that  ever  confronted  any  group 
of  men  and  women.  Our  world  is  going  through  a  period 
of  crisis  which  demands  all-out  effort  on  the  part  of  dedicated 
individuals  all  over  the  world.  Any  organization  such  as  NSA 
can  add  the  weight  of  numbers  to  these  efforts.  Thousands 
together  may  make  themselves  heard  where  the  voice  of  one 
or  two  might  be  drowned  out. 

Second,  NSA  is  the  most  efficient  method  yet  devised  to 
meet  some  of  the  problems  which  are  peculiar  to  all  college 
campuses.  Such  questions  as  women’s  hours,  compulsory 
class  attendance,  student  voice  in  determining  the  curriculum, 
student  government  and  others,  are  met  not  only  on  the  Wart¬ 
burg  campus.  All  colleges  meet  with  these  problems,  and  all 
have  to  solve  them.  NSA  is  our  best  chance  to  see  what  others 
are  doing  along  the  same  lines,  to  get  hints  and  helps  and  to 
profit  by  the  experiences  of  students  everywhere. 

Finally,  NSA  can  act  as  a  clearing  house  for  political, 
social  and  economic  ideas  among  college  students.  Certainly 
many  of  the  puzzling  aspects  of  international  politics,  of 
communism  and  democracy  can  be  understood  better  by  get¬ 
ting  the  wide  point  of  view  of  the  NSA.  Who  knows?  Students 
m  New  York,  or  Florida,  or  Oregon  may  have  found  some 
answers  that  would  help  us  find  our  way.  By  pooling  our 
ideas,  we  are  bound  to  come  closer  to  the  truth. 
x  Wartburg  owes  it  to  its  students  and  its  church  to  join 
NSA.  We  hope  that  Student  Senate  will  see  its  way  clear  to 
say  “yes"  to  the  question.

POLITICAL  PAGEANT

Moscow  Spouts  Half-Truths 

The  Reds  have  recently  headed  their  propaganda  with  a  disarm¬ 
ingly  simple  question,  “Does  not  China,  bordering  on  Korea,  have  a 
greater  right  to  defend  its  borders  than  the  United  States,  five  thousand 
miles  away,  has  to  protect  its  ’security’  in  Korea?”  This  lie  is  partic¬ 
ularly  vicious  because  its  seemingly  logical  implications  will  cause 
many  people  to  question  just  why  the  United  States  is  now  fighting 
in  Korea. 

Right  now  our  forces  are  being  beaten,  but  it  is  not  too  late  to 
look  at  the  facts  as  they  really  are  and  see  the  truth  of  this  matter. 
A  calm  and  honest  perusal  of  all  available  evidence  will  lay  bare  the 
deceit,  dishonesty  and  dastardliness  of  this  Soviet-inspired  mouthing. 
Let's  get  this  whole  issue  straight. 

In  the  first  place,  the  United  States  entered  the  Korean  con¬ 
flict  at  the  request  of  the  Security  Council  of  the  United  Nations. 
The  occasion  was  the  cold-blooded  invasion  of  the  Republic  of 
Korea  by  the  hordes  of  Communist-controlled  North  Korea.  We 
engaged  in  this  war  as  forces  of  the  United  Nations,  not  merely 
of  the  United  States,  and  our  objective  was  to  restore  peace  and 
national  sovereignty  in  Korea. 

Secondly,  from  the  very  beginning  China  was  assured  that  her 
Manchurian  borders  would  be  respected.  Repeated  assurances  from 
all  levels  were  directed  to  the  Peiping  government.  Surely  China  did 
not  think  that  a  United  Nations  force  of  approximately  a  hundred 
thousand  men  would  want  to  provoke  a  retaliatory  action  from  tnfe 
several  hundred  thousand  Red  Chinese  troops  stationed  within  a  short 
distance  of  the  Manchurian  frontier. 

Thirdly,  at  no  time  did  Red  China  send  a  delegation  to  the 
United  Nations,  as  had  been  urgently  requested  from  many  quar¬ 
ters,  to  back  up  her  rabid  assertions.  Recently  she  did  send  a 
group  to  discuss  the  problem  of  Formosa,  but  only  too  clearly  the 
fact  is  demonstrated  that  she  does  not  desire  mediation  or  any 
other  peaceful  settlement  of  the  present  crisis. 

Yet  the  Red  propaganda  is  correct  in  one  of  its  assumptions.  The 
United  States  is  defending  its  security  when  it  engages  in  a  war  many 
thousands  of  miles  away  from  its  shores — if  that  war  is  fought  for  the 
preservation  of  an  ideal.  That's  what  freemen's  blood  was  shed  for 
in  that  gory  little  peninsula,  and  that’s  what  freemen  will  continue 
to  die  and  live  for  in  the  future — the  glorious  right  of  all  men  to 
stand  before  their  Maker  and  their  fellow  men  and  say,  "I  am  a  free 
man — free  to  worship  my  God  and  to  develop  my  abilities  so  that  they 
may  best  serve  my  fellow  men!"

Leading  all  the  way,  Coach  “Ax" 
Bur.dgaard’s  hoopmen  survived  a 
second  half  scare  to  roll  over  a 
visiting  Nebraska  Wesleyan  quin¬ 
tet  by  a  70-50  score  in  the  Knight’s 
gymnasium  last  night. 

Knights  extended  their  two- 
season  streak  to  seven  straight  as 
they  chalked  up  their  third  early 
season  win. 

Playing  an  alert  game  off  the 
boards,  forward  John  Kurtt  led 
Knight  scoring  as  he  jump  shot 
his  way  to  14  points  on  five  field 
goals  and  four  charity  tosses. 
Teammale  Jack  Bostrack  hit  for 
five  field  goals  and  10  points  with 
his  deadly  one-handed  set  shots. 
Art  Miller  and  Bill  Adix  had 
eight  markers  apiece  to  bolster 
the  Wartburg  scoring. 

Gaston  High  Scorer. 

Bob  Gaston  or  the  visitors  took 
high  scoring  honors  for  the  eve¬ 
ning,  collecting  15  points  while 
teammates  Mel  Sheary  and  Jack 
Woods  contributed  10  each. 

Troubled  by  a  sputtering  of¬ 
fense,  the  Orange  and  Black  buck- 
etmen  appeared  to  be  a  more  nor¬ 
mal  crew  than  the  sensational 
shooting  outfit  that  the  home 
fans  witnessed  in  the  opening 
Doane  game. 

Fast-breaking  their  way  to  a 
quick  8-0  lead  in  the  first  two  min¬ 
utes  of  play,  the  Knights  appar¬ 
ently  had  the  westerners  befud¬ 
dled  and  the  fans  were  expecting 
another  rout. 

Passing  Fails. 

Nebraska  Wesleyan  then  put  the 
brakes  on  Wartburg's  fire-wagon 
by  intercepting  pass  after  pass 
and  cooling  the  Knight  offense. 
Meanwhile  the  Wesleyanites  were 
having  difficulty  finding  the  hoop 
and  during  the  first  half  on 
only  16  per  cent  of  their  shots 

In  an  effort  to  revive  the  fading 
Knights,  Coach  Bundgaard  in¬ 
serted  Ted  Fritschel  and  Fritz 
Steinhauer  in  the  Knight  lineup. 
The  move  paid  off  as  the  Knights 
went  on  a  scoring  rampage.  Adix 
hooked  a  pair  of  field  goals  from 
his  pivot  position  and  Fritschel 
swished  the  nets  with  two  long 
shots  to  spearhead  the  rally  while 
“Big  Stein”  monopolized  the  re¬ 
bounds.  With  five  minutes  left  in 
the  first  half  the  Knights  held  a 
lop-sided  349  lead. 

Score  Tightens. 

Mel  Sheary  pushed  in  three 
consecutive  field  goals  to  lead  a 
Nebraska  Wesleyan  comeback 
that  tightened  the  margin  to  37- 
22  before  the  first  half  buzzer 
sounded. 

A  minute  after  the  second  half 
began  the  Knights  had  jumped  into 
a  40-22  margin  and  apparently  had 
the  game  put  away.  Then  a  des- 
t  Nebraska  Wesleyan  team 
themselves  and  began  to 
scorch  the  nets.  Tom  Waring  and 
Bob  Gaston  hit  from  all  angles  and 
the  gap  was  closed  to  44-39  in  five 
minutes. 

Olson  Rebounds. 

After  calling  time  out  the  Ax¬ 
men  pulled  themselves  together 
and  built  -a  56-39  margin,  mainly  on 
the  shooting  of  Adix  and  Kurtt  and 
the  rugged  rebounding  of  husky 
Paul  Olson. 

Best  Wartburg  passing  of  the 
evening  was  featured  in  the  clos¬ 
ing  minutes  and  the  Axmen  rolled 
up  the  score,  mainly  on  the  heady 
ball-handling  of  little  Jack  Bos- 
. track. 

Percentages  Tell  Story. 

Shooting  percentages  indicate 
how  the  game  went  as  the  Neb¬ 
raskans  gunned  for  82  shots,  but 
were  successful  on  only  19  of  them 
for  23  per  cent.  Knightmen  hit 
36  percent  of  their  attempted  shots, 
'  hitting  25  out  of  69. 

In  the  preliminary  game  the 
Wartburg  "B”  squad  defeated  the 
Clarksville  Independents  by  a  lop¬ 
sided  84-20  score.

In  his  freshman  year  at 
Wartburg,  "Champ"  decided  to  go 
out  for  wrestling,  a  move  that  he 
and  Coach  Melvin  Nelson  have 
never  regretted. 

The  year  1949,  "Champ’s"  soph¬ 
omore  year,  was  his  best.  Going 
through  11  matches  undefeated, 
Wolfgram  accumulated  a  total  of 
38  points  for  his  team.

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Castle  Tales  Notable  For  Variety,  Timeliness,  High  Artistic  Quality

One  lays  down  the  current  issue 
of  Castle  Tales  with  a  sigh  of  sat¬ 
isfaction.  It  is  a  good  piece  of 
work  of  which  Wartburg  can  justly 
be  proud.  The  magazine  is  attrac¬ 
tive  with  its  block  prints,  photo¬ 
graphs,  neat  make-up  and  almost 
uniform  use  of  one  style  of  print 
for  the  larger  captions. 

It  is  good  reading  because  it  has 
variety  and  timeliness  and,  in 
general,  reflects  the  kind  of  school 
it  represents — one  that  has  its 
eyes,  heart  and  mind  open  to  the 
world  about  it  and  stands  for 
some  solid  principles. 

Contents  Outstanding. 

The  editorial  staff  admittedly 
aimed  at  variety  and  was  eminent¬ 
ly  successful  in  achieving  its  goal. 
The  variety  and  balance  of  the 
magazine  seem  its  outstanding 
features.  The  subject  matter 
ranges  from  the  familiar  to  the 
far-away,  from  the  trivial  to  the 
sublime,  from  the  humorous  to 
the  serious. 

Fantasies,  psychological  stories, 
intellectual  expositions,  impres¬ 
sionistic  description,  straightfor¬ 
ward  narratives  and  poems  and 
essays  that  are  pure,  sheer  fun, 
all  are  included.  Contributors 
range  from  people  with  well-es¬ 
tablished  literary  reputations  to 
those  who  appear  for  the  first 
time.  The  choice  of  material  has 
been  happy,  so  that  there  is  not 
too  much  of  any  one  thing. 
Editorial  Good  Addition. 

While  the  magazine  has  not  so 
many  photographs  as  former  edi¬ 
tions  had  and  no  music  at  all,  it 
compensates  for  this  lack  by  in¬ 
cluding  two  new  features— the 
magazine  editorial  and  a  triad  of 
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Castle  Tales  and  deserve  special 
comment. 

Wayne  Stumme’s  editorial,  "If 
Liberalism  Is  to  Survive,”  is  time¬ 
ly  and  appropriate.  It  is  logically 
thought  through  in  that  the  writer 
not  only  gives  the  reasons  for  or¬ 
ganizing  a  new  party  together 
with  the  platform  it  should  adopt, 
but  also  answers  objections  to  the 
practicability  of  such  a  plan.  How¬ 
ever,  a  more  simple  and  more  di¬ 
rect  style  would  in  no  wise  detract 
from  the  literary  flavor  or  the  in¬ 
tellectual  nature  of  this  essay.  It 


EDITOR'S  NOTE— Because

Essays  Well  Done. 

The  idea  of  having  three  essays 
treat  three  different  facets  of  one 
man's  personality  is  appealing. 
What  is  more,  all  three  contri¬ 
butions  are  well  done.  Here,  inci¬ 
dentally,  Stumme  seems  to  achieve 
more  simplicity  and  directness 
of  style  than  he  did  in  his 
editorial.  All  three  essays  gained 
timeliness  by  relating  the  past  to 
the  present. 

Remarkable  about  "Paving  Un¬ 
limited”  is  that  the  author  takes 
just  one  little  contribution  from 
the  vast  bulk  of  Franklin’s  serv¬ 


ices  to  mankind  and  traces  its  ef¬ 
fects.  In  “Benjamin  Franklin  and 
the  Deistic  Religion"  the  reader 
may  note  something  also  Pfesent 
in  Miss  Chapman’s  poem  "To  Mr. 
Overstreet" — namely,  a  straight¬ 
forward,  unsentimental  reference 
to  the  divinity  of  Christ.  That 
type  of  thing  is  part  of  what  is 
meant  by  the  statement  that  the 
magazine  reflects  some  of  the 
solid  principles  for  which  Wart¬ 
burg  stands. 

Chapman's  Work  Excellent. 

Referring  to  Marion  Chapman, 
one  may  say  that  her  work  here, 
as  in  previous  issues,  is  out¬ 
standing.  In  poetry  her  versa¬ 
tility  is  notable  as  well  as  the 
way  she  has  of  making  words  to 
bring  out  the  moods  she  wishes 
to  evoke.  Her  story,  "The  Thing," 
rings  true  from  start  to  finish 
and  comes  home  with  force  to  any¬ 
one  who  has  gone  through  a  similar 
experience. 

Personally,  it  would  be  more 
pleasing  to  this  reviewer  if  she 
had  used  the  word  "rector”  in¬ 
stead  of  "priest,”  just  as  it  would 
have  seemed  better  if  the  writer 
of  "Looking  In"  had  used  “min¬ 
ister.”  This  may  be  called  narrow¬ 
mindedness,  but  it  is  rather  a  de¬ 
sire  to  see  this  magazine  reflect¬ 
ing  the  protestant  school  Wart¬ 
burg  is.  To  get  back  to  Miss  Chap¬ 
man,  may  one  ask  why  in  the  last 
line  of  "Poetic  Justice"  she  is 
using  the  nominative  form  “he"? 
Haefner's  Poetry  Welcome. 

To  those  who  like  poetry  that 
they  can  understand  and  who 
know  that  ease  and  simplicity  are 
a  high  form  of  art,  Helene  Haef¬ 
ner's  poems  are  welcome.  Partic¬ 


ularly  good  is  her  "Christmas  Is 
Music"  with  its  appeal  to  the  ear. 

Grelling’s  "Tell  Me”  strikes  one 
as  powerful  because  of  the  images 
it  calls  forth  and  because  of  the 
clear,  succinct  question  it  asks. 

Bob  Gremmels'  detective  story, 
"Hot  Trumpet,"  is  well  done. 
Style  and  diction  are  in  keeping 
with  the  subject,  suspense  is  nice¬ 
ly  built  up  and  the  end  comes 
neatly  and  naturally.  "Hell  With¬ 
out  Fire"  is  not  quite  consistent 
in  tone.  It  starts  out  like  a  serious 
psychological  study,  only  to  end 
like  a  comedy.  "Suicide  Note”  I 
like.  It  is  light  and  smooth  with 
a  good  last  verse. 

Choice  Of  Words  Appealing. 

By  skillful  use  of  contrast  and 
by  good  choice  of  words  appealing 
to  sound,  smell  and  touch,  as  well 
as  by  some  onomatopeia,  Howard 
Rand  drives  home  his  impres¬ 
sions  in  "Doomed." 

In  "The  Moon  and  the  Stars," 
Ray  Schwartz  employs  allegory 


effectively,  repetition  giving  the 
essay  artistic  unity.  His  meaning, 
however,  is  not  immediately  clear. 
'Fable'  Beautiful,  Cryptic. 

"Fable  of  the  Narcissus.”  like 
much  modern  poetry,  is  beautiful 
in  places  but  cryptic.  Second, 
third  or  fourth  reading  makes  ene 
think  he  understands  it.  but  nev¬ 
er  with  the  certainty  of  having 
grasped  what  the  author  meant  to 
express. 

It  is  refreshing  to  have  Dr.  Neu¬ 
mann  let  his  hair  down  by  writing 
some  Ogden  Nash  imitations.  The 
remark  of  the  clown  Jn  "Twelfth 
Night"  seems  in  place  here: 

“Beshrew  me,  the  Knight's  in 
admirable  fooling.”
